Th iity rats were used in an experiment on memory processing by the hippocampus for a passive 
av )idance task, and received a 1- second mild electric foot shock. Delivery of that aversive 
sti tnulus and subseqi^nt avoidance of it is an integral part of the procedure, thus die use of an 
an esthetic or analgesic would negate die purpose of the study. 

Se i^en rats were used in a pilot study of spatial memory in which they were required to swim for 
a r laximum of 60 seconds to a platform in a water maze. The water in the maze was at room 
tei iperature, but may have caused mild distress. Use of a drug would have interfered with the 
ab lity of the animals to perform the task.
